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Abd=-e]=Krin, | exercises almost no control over the 25X1X 
policies and decisions of the Nationalist parties Im Morecco. He has 

been out of touch with the local situation eo long that his advice and 
leadership are not considered by Nationalists as very importent. Krim's 
principal usefulnese to the causo is as ea symbol of resistance to Spanish 
and French occupation. While mexbers of the North African Liberation _ 
Gommittes were atill active, Abd-el-Krim did have a certain influences over 
decisions made in Cairo, but could not impose his will on the membership, 
which received instructions from party leaders in Morocoo. A consistent 
policy was difficult te achilewe because of the right which oach party 
reserved to act independently, and because there was no real voting system 
or atrong Leader. 


2. Questions involving Morocco in the NACL were more easily solved because 
af the close liaison between the Islan and Istiqlel parties, whose 
representatives in Cairo prasented a solid front there, with all major 
differeaces of opinion being thr: shed out between leaders in Morocco. 


3. No one person in the Istigqlal Party makes policy, which is decided on by 
a Central Committee. Mohamed ben Allal El Passi, second only to Ahmed 
Balafrej in leadership of the Istiqlal Party, head the power to make 
decisions in Cairo, but usually ected with the consent of the Ietiqlal 
Central Committee. One of the reasons for his return to Morocco was his 
degire to regain not only prestise lost during hia absence but also influence 
aver party policy. Executive decisions to implement Central Comaittee 
policy lay moetly in the hands of Balafrej in Rebeat, while El Fassi was in 
Cairoe

Committse cemnet meet together because of Spanish repressive measures, the 
exiled ieaders in Tengier, Abdel‘alek Torres and Taieb Bennuna, have bsen 
waking most deci sions. 
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a great unifying influence, however, over the NoA-CoL. Moroccan delegates, 
and according to source, probe»ly prevented open dissension between the 
Shoura Party and the Istigqlal-Isleh bloc, He usually communicated his 
Wishes to Cairo through the resresentatives of the Istiglal Party, who 
in turn often used the Isleah channel through the British Post Office or 


Eastern Telegraph in Tangier. 
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
